Instructors teach elementary aquatic 
skills, which the students will build on as 
they progress throughthe Learn To Swim 
program. Atthis level, students also start 
developing goodattitudes and safe prac- 
tices around the water. This level is usu- 
ally for three- to five-year-olds with no 
prior exposure to an aquatic environment. 
Level Il 

The objective of Level Il is to help 
students achieve success with funda- 
mental skills. Students learn to float 
without support and to recover to a 
vertical position. This class is recom- 
mended for five- to eight-year-olds with 
little or no experience. 
Level Ill 

Level III's objective is to build on the 
Skills acquired in Level II by providing 
additional guided practice. Students are 
taught to coordinate the front crawl and 
back crawl, and are also introduced to 
the elementary backstroke and funda- 
mentals of treading water. Students will 
alsolearn rules for safe diving and begin 
to learn to dive from the side of the pool.
